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Batches of Mosquitoes with 
EEE Found in Sandown

SANDOWN - As fall 
nears, area residents are 
being asked to be extra care- 
ful about their exposure to 
mosquitoes. Not only have 
multiple batches tested pos- 
itive for the West Nile Virus 
(WNV), but last week the 
first batch of mosquitoes to 
test positive for Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis (EEE) 
was found in Sandown. 

According to the New 
Hampshire Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(DHHS),38 batches of mos- 
quitoes have tested positive 
for WNV this season in New 
Hampshire. 

Sarah MacGregor's Drag- 
on Mosquito trapped the 
mosquitoes that tested posi- 
tive for EEE, and while it's 
tough to know just how the 



rest of the year will play out, 
she said the diseases have 
multiplied sufficiently in 
the environment to pose a 
human health concern. 

The batch was collected 
on Aug. 23. 

The mosquitoes found 
to have the disease in 
Sandown were something 
known as a primary vector 
species. The mosquito is 
primarily a bird biter, thus 
limiting its ability to trans- 
fer the disease to humans. 
The problem arises more 
significantly when birds 
contract the disease and 
"bridge vector" species bite 
both birds and humans. 

The majority of the mos- 
quitoes Dragon is seeing are 
bridge vector species. 

Not a lot is known about 
either WNV or EEE. For 
example, it isn't known 
what happens to the disease 



in the winter. MacGregor 
explains that this is the time 
of the year when the dis- 
eases start to be seen 
because enough time has 
transpired for them to 
amplify in the environment. 
And with longer and longer 
mosquito seasons, the 
threat of those diseases can 
also expand. 

While Labor Day used to 
signal the end of the season 
for MacGregor, these days it 
regularly runs until the end 
of October. 

MacGregor said the dis- 
covery of the EEE positive 
batch in Sandown has 
unknown implications. She 
noted that looking for posi- 
tive mosquitoes is like look- 
ing for a needle in a 
haystack, but the public 
needs to be aware. 

There is usually a two-

HAMPSTEAD - Assis- 
tant Superintendent Win- 
fried Feneberg told the 
Hampstead School Board 
that he and the administra- 
tors, or the H-Team, had 
decided how to handle the 
duties formerly belonging 
to the Central School Assis- 
tant Principal. 

Jennifer Scarpati, who 
held that position, resigned 



last year to take a job in 
Nashua, and the School 
Board eliminated her posi- 
tion, leaving Central School 
without an Assistant Princi- 
pal, as previously reported 
by the Tri-Town Times. 

Feneberg prefaced his 
remarks at the Tuesday, 
Aug. 28, meeting by saying 
he had tried to provide this 
information to the board at 
its July 3 meeting but board 
members chose to eliminate 
all but one item for discus- 



sion at that meeting and he 
was not able to inform the 
board of the decision.

Selectmen Make Changes to Building Inspection Procedures

SANDOWN - In the 
wake of the resignation of 
building inspector/code en- 
forcement officer Ken Sher- 
wood, the board of select- 
men met to make changes 
to the procedures of that 
department. 

The group met Aug. 28 
to work through the 
changes at the root of previ- 
ous disagreements with 
Sherwood. Sherwood had 
held both the positions of 
building inspector and code 
enforcement officer for 
nearly three decades. He 



also served as health officer, 
electrical inspector and sep- 
tic inspector. 

Before he left employ 
with the town, Sherwood 
complained of being singled 
out by the selectmen with 
controls that didn't take into 
account the scope of his 
positions. 

One of the key changes 
is how the building inspec- 
tor will be paid. Until now 
the system has required that 
those taking out permits 
pay a lump sum at the start 
of the process, part of which 
goes to the town and the 
remainder to the inspector. 
Now, where applicable, that 
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cost will be broken out into 
four separate payments, 
each corresponding to a 
part of the inspection 
process, starting with the 
rough inspection and end- 
ing with the final inspec- 
tion. 

Selectmen had concerns 
with the previous method, 
some questioning the fair- 
ness of asking permit seek- 
ers to pay for work that 
wasn't completed. 

The new payment 
process will be partnered 
with a system that is intend- 
ed to better document what 
the building department has 
done, and what remains to 
be done on any permit. 

Each inspection will 
require the filling out of a 
form. There will be four 
copies of that form as an 
effort to keep all parties in 
the loop. One will go to the 
project owner, one to the 
selectmen's office, one to the 
finance department and one 
to the building inspector. 

Selectman Tom Tom- 
bare llo, liaison to the build- 



ing department, said the 
goal of the system is to have 
better controls over the 
department. 

Tombarello currently 
serves as the acting electri- 
cal inspector. He and acting 
building inspector/code en- 
forcement officer Bob 
Bogosh have been keeping 



the department running 
after Sherwood's resigna- 
tion. 

The selectmen are also 
looking at breaking up the 
stipend pay for the health 
officer and code enforce- 
ment officer into smaller 
chunks. Sherwood had been 
paid quarterly, but the board 



is pondering breaking it up 
into monthly checks. 

The board plans more 
meetings to discuss the 
department but has also 
given Bogosh some rein, 
together with the select- 
men's office staff, to work 
through ideas on improving 
documentation.

Spring Ground-breaking Likely for New Athletic Fields

CHESTER - The current 
schedule puts the start of 
heavy use of the new athletic 
fields at the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation 
Area in the fall of 2014. 

This past March, voters 
approved matching funds 
from the non-profit Chester 
Field of Dreams to construct 
playing fields on the section 
of Wason Pond that fronts on 
Route 102. 

Initial goals were to break 
ground this fall, thereby 
allowing use of the fields in 
the spring of 2014, but the 
blocks haven't fallen into 
place and it looks like 
ground will be broken next 
spring. 

Though the Chester 
Field of Dreams raised at 
least half of the money for 
the project, it does not have 
any authority over the work 
that goes into building the 
fields. Since surpassing its 
$65,000 fundraising goal, the 
group has passed the torch to 



the recreation commission, 
Wason Pond Commission 
and board of selectmen to get 
the ball rolling on that end of 
things. 

The recreation commis- 
sion is heading up the proj- 
ect, and its most recent work 
has been to hire Bill Gregsak 
of Gregsak Engineering Inc., 
to draw up plans and to sub- 
mit them to the state for the 
appropriate permit. 

At their Aug. 30 meeting, 
the selectmen reviewed those 
plans, discussed outstanding 
issues and signed paperwork 
to move the plans on to the 
state. 

Gregsak explained that 
because more than 100,000 
feet of soil will be disturbed 
(approximately 274,000 square 
feet will be moved in total) , the 
town is required to file an alter- 
ation of terrain permit with the 
state Department of Environ- 
mental Services (DES). 

The review period for 
that permit is 60 days. Then 
there's another one to two 
weeks of response time from 
the applicant, should there 
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be any questions from DES. 

After the permit is 
received, a bid package will 
be sent out and a contractor 
chosen. 

Because of those lead-up 
issues, the recreation com- 
mission is looking at break- 
ing ground in the spring of 
2013. 

Physical work to the field 
is expected to last just a cou- 
ple weeks, but then the field 
must be left unused for 12 to 
18 months to make sure the 
grass seed takes. 

Ed Karjala, chair of the 
recreation commission, said 
it was important to remem- 
ber that the work being done 
in the current phase of the 
project will result in a lev- 
eled, grassy playing surface. 
While there is a plan from 
years ago that delineates 
where playing fields will be 
situated, that plan is not nec- 
essarily going to be followed. 

The current phase will 
not seek to put up fences, 
goals, stone dust or conces- 



sion stands. Those issues will 
be tackled at a later date. 

"Right now we're just 
making a big patch of grass," 
said Karjala. And that big 
patch of grass needs to be 
level, drain well and hold 
turf. 

Once the initial stages of 
the project are up and run- 
ning, Karjala said the recre- 
ation commission will reach 
out to those with a vested 
interest in field location, 
such as Chester Soccer and 
Baseball, and discuss what 
will work best for all parties. 

"There's a lot of passion 
and excitement about it, and 
that's all very positive," said 
Karjala, adding that the most 
important thing at this stage 
is to keep the project moving 
forward. 

Karjala assured the town 
that decisions on the fields 
were not being made in a 
vacuum or with an eye to 
favoring one group of field 
users over another. 

Some discussion occur- 
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red at the selectmen meeting 
about how accounting for 
the project will take place. 
The discussion was headed 
by selectman Mike Weider, 
who noted concern about 
how the project's funding 
will be reviewed by auditors. 

Weider argued that the 
warrant article that approved 
the project stipulated that the 
Chester Field of Dreams 
would give the money to the 
town in one lump sum. 
Though not all agreed, Wei- 
der argued that his reading of 
the warrant article was the 
only factual one. 

Those involved agreed 
that because half the funding 
was coming from the town 
and the other half from a 
non-profit, the specifics of 
how the money would be 
taken in from Chester Field 



of Dreams and then paid out 
needed to be ironed out. 

Everyone eventually agre- 
ed that representation from 
the Field of Dreams group 
should be present to discuss 
the issue. 

The selectmen also sought 
information on who would 
be overseeing the project on 
a day-to-day basis to make 
sure it was done to specifica- 
tions. While Gregsak said 
he'd oversee the engineering 
side of things, there was no 
decision on who might be 
considered the "project man- 
ager." 

The recreation commis- 
sion is also set to meet with 
the planning board to make 
sure that everyone is in line 
on the planning board's end 
of things.

Never Forget 



Do you remember what you were 
doing 11 years ago Tuesday when the 
images and words of the Sept. 11 
attacks came across the television 
screens? We're sure most of you will 
never forget that day. 

But Sept. 11 is more than the date 
of a horrific event. It also marks the 
day when most everything we took for 
granted about life in America disap- 
peared. And it's the date when we ever 
so briefly put aside our political and 
philosophical differences and came 
together as a nation. 

That's particularly relevant this 
year, when Sept. 1 1 is also the date of 
the state's Primary Election. Patriotism 
comes in many forms, and voting is 
near the top of that list.

Eleven years later, we 
have become disunited and divided, 
and content and clarity are lost to emo- 
tion and party line. 

But unity is not a sign of weakness. 
No firefighter asked whether the work- 
ers on the top floors of the towers were 
Republican or Democrat, liberal or 
conservative. None of that mattered. 
Human beings rushed into the 
unknown to help out other human 
beings. And they were emblematic of 
the humanity we all share - and the 
opposite of the inhumanity exhibited 
by the terrorists. 

In spite of our busy lives, we hope 
each one of us pauses on Sept. 11 to 
recall what we lost that day, and to 
reflect on what is important to remem- 
ber. And in keeping with the survival 
of our democracy, we hope each one of 
us will also vote this Sept. 11. 

We show our love for our country 
in myriad ways. We understood that 
after the attacks. We must remember 
that today. See you at the polls.

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Three Hospitalized After Crash

SANDOWN - Three 
men were hospitalized on 
the evening of Aug. 30 after 
the car they were in left the 
road, plowed through a 
stone wall, crushed a shed 
and traveled about 70 feet 
beyond until stopping yards 
from a home on Main 
Street. 

First responders were 
toned at 11:10 p.m. Thurs- 
day, Aug. 30, and came 
upon an accident at the 
intersection of Main Street 
and Sargent Road. The road 
there takes a sharp turn and 
according to authorities, it 
appears that the vehicle did 
not turn. 

All three men had to be 
extricated from the 2006 
Pontiac GTO by Sandown 
Rescue. The front end was 
separated from the car dur- 
ing the accident and ended 
up about 20 feet away from 
the body, said fire chief Bill 
Tapley. To get at the occu- 
pants, the doors and roof 
had to be cut off. 

The car crushed like a 
tin can, said Tapley about 
the extent of the damage. 

According to authori- 



ties, the vehicle ended up 
approximately 30 feet from 
the house at 503 Main St., 
listed as owned by Fred and 
Kathleen Soule. 

The vehicle was driven 
by a Chester man, David 
Bastarache, 44. His father, 
Lawrence Bastarache, 67, of 
Florida was in the passenger 
seat. A third man, also from 
Florida, who suffered the 
most grievous injuries has 
not yet been named by 
police. 

The backseat passenger 
was flown to Beth Israel 
Medical Center in Boston, 
where he was admitted to 
the Intensive Care Unit. The 
others were transported by 
ambulance to Parkland 
Medical Center in Derry 
with less serious injuries. 

It is suspected the back- 
seat passenger was not 
wearing a seat belt. He 
received serious chest 
wounds, according to 
Sandown Rescue. 

Tapley said the extrica- 
tion went as smoothly as 
possible, and that his crew 
did a phenomenal job in 
getting the occupants med- 
ical care. It took under a 
half hour to extricate all 
three men but rescue wasn't 



back in quarters until about 
1 p.m. Volunteers went 
back the following morning 
to tarp the items that were 
once in the now destroyed 
red shed. 

Fremont Fire assisted at 
the scene. Hampstead Fire 
cleared the landing zone for 
the helicopter at the 
Sandown station. Three 
ambulances from Trinity 
Ambulance were called. 
One was turned back en 
route. 

According to chief of 
police Joe Gordon, it is like- 
ly that driver David Bas- 
tarache will be facing 
charges, but there is still 
work to do to iron out the 
specifics and recreate the 
accident scene. Speed was 
definitely a factor, said Gor- 
don. 

During the accident 
response, police took a 
drunk driver off the road. 
William Pate, 56, of 
Sandown failed to obey offi- 
cer instructions when 
approaching the scene, 
prompting a field sobriety 
test. He was subsequently 
arrested, bailed and released 
for a first offense of Driving 
While Intoxicated.

changes. Lachance often 
brings ideas to the trustees 
and staff to get their opin- 
ions and all have been sup- 
portive, she said.

Over 30 subject areas are 
covered from Microsoft, 
Apple, Adobe, and Google 
to help users of all ages 
become more proficient on 
basic computer applica- 
tions. The library lauds the 
service for its easy tutorials 
and on-demand video train- 
ings. It's also good for new 
iPad owners who want to 
quickly learn some tips. 

Lachance said what 
drew her to the site was its 
video collection, in part 
because she's a visual learn- 
er and she expected its 
inventory would be benefi- 
cial to library users. 

Cypress Resume is a 
service that helps those out 
of work, looking for a new 
challenge or wanting to 
move forward in their 
careers by producing pro- 
fessional resumes and cover 
letters. According to La- 
chance, the service is com- 
prised of thousands of tips, 
covering all occupations 
and job responsibilities. 

"This is a great place to 



start and get your job hunt- 
ing off on the right track," 
Lachance said. 

A new language learning 
system is also available with 
Transparent Languages. While 
the library had been utilizing 
Mango Languages, La- 
chance said the new site was 
a step up, as well as costing 
less and coming from a New 
Hampshire company. Over 
80 languages are available. 

The library has renewed 
Universal Class for another 
year. More than 500 courses 
are available, and patrons 
can sign up for up to five 
classes at a time. Universal 
Class has courses on every- 
thing from history to phi- 
losophy to science to book- 
keeping to GED test train- 
ing to crafts. Last year, Uni- 
versal Class was accessed 
for 849 sessions by San- 
down patrons. 

In addition to classroom 
style services, the library 
has expanded the availabili- 
ty of online research and 
reference materials. The 
entire Chilton Library is 
now just a link away from 
the library's webpage. 
Chilton's automobile how- 
to publications go back 
decades. 

Another database, Legal 
Forms, includes state and 
federal forms for divorce, 
rental agreements, bank- 
ruptcy and other services. 



The database also provides 
descriptions and legal ques- 
tions and answers. 

The library also offers 
Price It! Antiques and Col- 
lectibles, reference materials 
to assist collectors, dealers 
and appraisers by hosting 
60 million images and 127 
categories for identification, 
research and pricing. 

And because all of the 
material is coming from the 
library and reference pub- 
lishers, it can be trusted, said 
Lachance. While Google 
searches are ubiquitous these 
days, sometimes its difficult 
to separate the wheat from 
the chaff. Libraries, however, 
are dealers in information 
and Lachance said that as 
they're cutting back on hard 
copy reference materials, 
they're working to keep 
ahead of what's available 
electronically 

Lachance urged patrons 
to contact the library with 
questions about the new 
services. Staff are willing to 
sit down one on one to help 
users with the materials. 

Another benefit of the 
online databases and cours- 
es are their 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week availabil- 
ity, said Lachance. Whether 
or not the physical library 
building is open, the online 
world is always on. Visit 
www.sandownlibrary.us to 
get started.

Hampstead Rate of Recycling is 
Increasing, Recyclebank Continues

HAMPSTEAD - Recy- 
cling is one of the ways res- 
idents can help save money, 
and the efforts of the Recy- 
cling and Solid Waste Com- 
mittee to educate the towns- 
people may finally be pay- 
ing off. The committee has 
preached tirelessly that the 
more people recycle, the 
less trash has to be taken to 
the landfill and the lower 
the tipping fees will be, thus 
lowering the overall Recy- 
cling and Solid Waste budg- 
et bottom line. 

The latest effort to 
encourage recycling was the 
committee's and the Board 
of Selectmen's decision to 
reduce by half the amount 
allowed for curbside trash 
pick-up. A single-family res- 
idence can now place out- 
side for curbside pick-up 
two barrels or four bags. A 
single family dwelling with 
an in-law apartment may 
put out three barrels or six 
bags, while a duplex can 
have four barrels or eight 
bags of curbside trash. Con- 
dominiums are allowed the 
same amount as a residence, 
while two-unit apartment 
buildings can put out three 



barrels or six bags. Mobile 
or manufactured homes on 
common property can put 
out two barrels or four bags 
of curbside trash. 

These amounts effec- 
tively cut in half the amount 
that had been allowed 
under a 2003 regulation. 
People who want to put out 
additional bags of trash 
above the allowed amount 
can purchase stickers at 
Town Hall for $1 per bag. 

Tina Harrington, secre- 
tary for the committee, said 
last month that just over a 
thousand stickers have been 
sold since the new regula- 
tion went into effect. 

In May, recycling was at 
22 percent. That rose to 23 
percent in June and in July 
reached 25 percent. 

The trash tonnage has 
gone down also. In June, it 
was 231.23 tons, and went 
down to 206.45 tons in July. 

Hampstead also is New 
Hampshire's representative 
in the Recyclebank Chal- 
lenge, a nationwide compe- 
tition. The U.S. town in the 
competition with the high- 
est percentage of recycling 
households will receive a 
$100,000 grant toward a 
sustainability project. 

To participate in Recy- 



clebank, Hampstead resi- 
dents must report on their 
recycling on a weekly or 
monthly basis. In addition, 
residents will receive re- 
wards from Recyclebank. 

Committee member Ellen 
Cabral has been heading up 
the Recyclebank initiative 
and said Hampstead's recy- 
cling is paying off. 

"Hampstead is ranked 
fifth in the U.S. in the Recy- 
clebank challenge," she 
said. "We've just closed our 
first month of the S.C. John- 
son Green Choices Chal- 
lenge and the results are in. 
The top five communities 
are: Lakes at Red Roc, Va.; 
Horace, N.D.; Huntington 
Woods, Mich.; Union 
Grove, Wis.; and Hamp- 
stead. 

In other business at the 
August meeting: 

• Resident Richard Gar- 
cia said he was upset over 
the $1 charge for bags of 
trash exceeding the allow- 
able number, calling it a tax. 

Chairman Pat Bracken 
explained the rationale of 
reducing the amount of 
curbside trash and the rea- 
son for charging a dollar for 
more than the allowed 
number of bags as a moti- 
vating factor to recycle. 
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speak and for how long, and 
noted it had the right to 
refuse public comment at 
any time. 

Board member Greg 
Hoppa said he thought it 
might be a good idea to 
revisit where in the agenda 
the public comment was 
placed. He also encouraged 
the board to think in terms 
of being flexible, so that if 
there were an issue that 
generated public interest, 
time would be allowed for 
that so the board would 
have the benefit of the pub- 
lic input. 

His comments did not 
receive much support. 

The next School Board 
meeting had been sched- 
uled for Tuesday, Sept. 11, 
which is Primary Election 
Day.

cent at HCS. He will remain 
at the Middle School on 
Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday and be at the Central 
School on Tuesday and 
Thursday. This will provide 
some predictability as to 
where he will be." 

Feneberg said some of 
the assistant principal's 
duties were assigned to 
other staff. "We have a plan 
and we are letting the board 
know how it will work," he 
said. "It does mean change. 
And we will monitor is 
closely." 

Board member Jim Stew- 
art said he thought the deci- 
sion not to fill the assistant 
principal slot at Central 
School was just that and 
that the Middle School 
would not be impacted. 

"Does this decision now 
say that Middle School can 
operate with just a part-time 
assistant principal?" he 
asked. 

Feneberg said he had to 
make a decision as to the 
best use of available 



resources. "Your decision 
left me with one person 
short," he said. 

Feneberg explained that 
the board decides on the 
resources but it is up to him 
to decide how those 
resources can most effec- 
tively and efficiently be uti- 
lized. 

There was a brief discus- 
sion about how the admin- 
istration would measure the 
impact of this use of 
resources, and the board 
asked to be informed on a 
regular basis as to how it 
was working. The issue can 
be re -visited if the current 
plan doesn't meet the needs 
of one or both schools. 

Enrollment, which was 
the primary factor driving 
the decision to eliminate the 
Central School assistant 
principal position, was 
reviewed by the board at the 
meeting. 

Central School Principal 
Dillard Collins said the 
enrollment pattern this year 
has been "peculiar." 

Using the New England 
School Development Coun- 
cil (NESDEC) projections 



provided last October for 
this school year's classroom 
enrollment, he said he has 
more students than predict- 
ed. NESDEC predicted 
there would be 42 preschool 
students, and there will be 
44. The prediction for 
Kindergarten was for 68 
students, and he said he has 
71 enrolled. NESDEC pre- 
dicted 106 for first grade 
and he has 94. The second 
grade prediction was 83 stu- 
dents, and he has 90. 

"Third grade is the 
biggest surprise," he said. "1 
have 11 new students in 
third grade. NESDEC pro- 
jected 102 students and I 
have 110 students." 

Fourth grade was pro- 
jected to have 101 and he 
has 103. 

"I have exceeded the 
NESDEC predictions in all 
but grade one and have a 
total school population of 
512 - 478 if you count only 
Kindergarten through grade 
four. And 1 don't think we 
are finished. Parents are 
calling daily about children 
moving in and children 
moving out. I have five 
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classes at each grade, 
Kindergarten through 4." 

Middle School Principal 
Patti Grassbaugh said she 
too has more students than 
projected by NESDEC. 

"I have a total of 409 
students, when 400 were 
projected by NESDEC," she 
said. "I have had an unusu- 



al number of new students, 
14 to be exact." 

The school hasn't had 
that many new students 
over the summer since the 
2008-09 school year. Grass- 
baugh said in her four fifth- 
grade classes, she has 84 
students enrolled, with four 
new students. In her five 



sixth-grade classes, she has 
120 students, including 
three new students. 

Only one new student 
was added to her four sev- 
enth-grade classes, bringing 
the total to 92. But in the 
five eighth-grade classes, 
she has five new students, 
for a total of 1 13 students.

John Frazier said Smith had 
been following a car that 
was not involved in the 
crash, both going south on 
Route 121A (Sandown Road), 
when that car stopped to 
allow the car driven north- 
bound by Perrotta to turn 
left into Walgreens. Smith 
illegally cut around the 
right hand side of the car he 
was following, not seeing 
the Perrotta car turning left 
into the parking lot, and 
smashed into it, police said. 

The crash sent Smith 



airborne to the pavement. 
Perrotta was checked at the 
scene and was not trans- 
ported. 

Frazier said Smith was 
not wearing a helmet and 
sustained severe head 
injuries. The accident hap- 
pened about 5:45 p.m., and 
the medflight was called for 
immediately by Hampstead 
Police and Fire and Rescue 
personnel, who were on 
scene within minutes. 

Smith remained in in- 
tensive care as of press time 
Tuesday morning. 
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Pavilion Planned for Hampstead Middle School

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead Parent Teacher 
and Student Association 
(PTSA) has presented a pro- 
posal to build a pavilion at the 
Middle School. The estimated 
cost would be $15,000, and 
the PTSA plans fundraisers 
and will be seeking donations 
to fund the project. 

The group sought the 
approval of the School Board 



at its Tuesday, Aug. 28, meet- 
ing, to move forward with the 
project. 

Angie Gorham told the 
board the PTSA student 
members had discussed the 
potential of constructing a 
20-foot by 30-foot pavilion 
next to the parking lot and 
soccer field. She said careful 
measurements were taken to 
ensure the placement of the 
structure would not interfere 
in any way with cross-coun- 
try track activity 



"The students have raised 
some of the money and we 
have one organization agree- 
ing to donate to the project so 
far," Gorham said. "The stu- 
dents will be in charge of rais- 
ing and/or obtaining addi- 
tional funds and supplies to 
complete the project. Trust 
me, they are full of ideas." 

Gorham said she had a 
quote from a builder - her 
brother - who has agreed to 
give her the plans. His esti- 
mate of $15,000 was without 



any volunteer help or dona- 
tions of materials. She said 
the group is also in touch 
with Pinkerton Academy's 
Building Trades department 
to see if this is something it 
would partner with the PTSA 
to accomplish. 

The pavilion would pro- 
vide shade and cover for 
recess, car pick-up and 
school events, as well as for 
outdoor lunches. It would 
also serve as an outdoor 
classroom. 



Gorham said she had met 
with Building Inspector and 
Code Enforcement Officer 
Kris Emerson to make sure 
there are no potential issues 
with where the proposed 
building would be located, 
and received his approval. 
She has also met with Hamp- 
stead School District Facili- 
ties Director Michael Hall 
and Middle School adminis- 
trators Patti Grassbaugh and 
Owen Harrington, and they 
are all on board. 



"We have the approval of 
Emerson and Hall and the 
school administrators to 
move forward with this plan 
if you approve," she told the 
board. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Winfried Feneberg said there 
would have to be a public 
hearing once the project is 
completed and the PTSA is 
ready to donate it to the 
school. 

The board unanimously 
approved the project.

week gap between when 
EEE is first found in mos- 
quitoes and when it pres- 
ents in humans. The last 
time it was seen in New 
Hampshire was in 2010. 

Public health officials 
are encouraging residents to 



limit their exposure. Using 
effective repellants, wearing 
long pants and shirts in 
light colors, and limiting 
outdoor activity between 
dusk and dawn are some of 
the recommendations. 

MacGregor is also re- 
minding people that often 
the kinds of mosquitoes that 
end up transporting the dis- 
ease to humans are the kinds 



that breed in the small pools 
of water left out around the 
home, from a puddle in a 
tarp to a kiddie pool. Empty 
them out, she said. 

More rain will exacer- 
bate the situation, MacGre- 
gor said. But she also noted 
that it hasn't been a banner 
year for most mosquito 
species. 

According to DHHS, the 
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symptoms of WNV often 
appear four to 10 days after 
being bitten. The depart- 
ment encourages people 
who are experiencing flu- 
like symptoms, including 
fever and headache, to con- 
tact their medical provider. 

EEE is a more serious 
disease that carries a high 
mortality rate for those who 
contract the serious en- 
cephalitis form of the ill- 
ness. Symptoms may in- 
clude high fever, severe 
headache, stiff neck, and 
sore throat. There is no 
treatment for the disease, 
which can lead to seizures 
and coma. Symptoms usual- 
ly occur four to 10 days 
after being bitten. 



In response to the multi- 
ple batches of WNV found 
in the state, Governor John 
Lynch concurred with the 
DHHS that a public health 
threat existed and thus 
allowed communities to 
take measures to address 
the threat, including spray- 
ing for mosquitoes. 

Sandown, unlike neigh- 
boring Chester, has a fund- 
ed mosquito control pro- 
gram in place. Part of that 
program allows for the 
spraying of public areas 
when necessary. 

Prompted by the discov- 
ery of EEE, Sandown auth- 
orized Dragon to spray the 
Sandown Central School, 
Sandown North School, Roy 



Miller Recreation Area, and 
the Ed Garvey Recreational 
Center. The spraying on 
Sept. 2 was done with back- 
pack sprayers and was able 
to target the insects. Mac- 
Gregor noted that because 
of the time of day the adul- 
ticiding takes place, and 
because it can be targeted, 
there was little threat to 
other wildlife or bees.

Its mission includes financ- 
ing significant initiatives for 
weed control, dam mainte- 
nance, and water testing to 
preserve and protect the 
water quality and habitat. 

Current weed control 
programs include dive 
teams, supplies and mainte- 
nance and operation of a 
suction harvester pontoon 
boat to remove subsurface 
variable milfoil; kayak 
teams for surface removal of 
plant fragments; and the 
cleaning and maintenance 
of New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Environmental Ser- 



vices-supplied fragment 
barriers. 

The group has received 
two grants, the first for 
upkeep of the dam that con- 
trols the water level of the 
lake. Big Island Pond Cor- 
poration must meet all state 
requirements for dam main- 
tenance. 

This past year, the Cor- 
poration completed exten- 
sive landscaping work in 
the area near the dam, as 
requested by state officials. 

The second grant will 
fund 80 percent of the cost 
of the weed management 
program on the lake. Big 
Island Pond's U.S. Environ- 



mental Protection Agency- 
award winning program 
uses suction harvesting to 
control the presence of 
invasive milfoil in the lake. 
The diver-assisted suction 
harvesting program is active 
four days a week through- 
out the summer. 

Included in the Weed 
Management portion of the 
grant is funding for a new 
Jon boat, motor and trailer. 
This equipment is used in 
moving the non-motorized 
DASH (Diver-Assisted Suc- 
tion Harvesting) harvester 
and dropping weeds for 
composting.
